jr TOOK “ MEN” TO MAKE A TOWN. 


Cmcaco, Oct. 19.—After a rainy éve 
fhe temperature changed to be cool and: 
“Wednesday broke on Chicago rosily. Every- 


congratulation. Enough important strangers 
were in the city, Governors and their staffs, 
Mayors, military officers, and Cabinet officers, 
to fill the entire day with the highest class of 
social interchanges. The foreign legations 
were also here, hardly yet familiar with the 
simplicity of American intercourse, by which, 
for instance, a total stranger would walk up 
to the Vice-President, introduce himself, and 
extract five minutes of conversation. 

That Columbus should have his greatest 
celebration, that which will resound over the 
world, at this distance of 1,000 miles from the 


plorations of Marquette and La Salle caine to- 
gether, is not the least astonishing fact in the. 
present centenrial. Prof. Horsford, the emi- 
nent chemist, long at Harvard University, 
gaid to me: 

*T look around upon this city fvith agree- 
able interest because I came here in 1850, 
when I hardly think the population of the city 
was over 20,000. Wehad a meeting of the 
Scientific Society at Cleveland,and Lieut.-Gov. 
‘Bross went all the way down there to invite us 
up to Chicago, making extravagant claims for 
its position and future. He was so hearty and 
sincere that we finally consented to come, and | 
we were brought up to Detroit and then’ came 
most of the way by rail, stopping at Kanka- 
kee. Wewent to the Tremont House, where 
we met Mr. Gage, of whom | retain a lively 
recollection yet, In our party were Prof. 
Agassiz, Prof. Alexandér Dallas Bache, and 
several of the best lights of that time in 
science and discovery. 

‘ Beyond Imagination’s Grasp. 
_ “While we felt interested in the people and 
their public spirit, it would have taken more 


years they would become so metropolitan- 
like as to command this World’s Fair and the | 
attendance of all the industries and men of 
distinction around the earth. I came back to 
Chicago in 1868, when it had changed materi- 
aliy. Here I met a fugitive siave whose 
parente had been reared on tne Genessee as 
refugees from slavery bymy parents. He was 
a@ porter on one of Pullman’s cars going over 
the Union Pacific railroad.”’ 
Said. Prof. Horsford, taking out of his 
pocket, as he proceeded, a little box: 
**I do not know whether you have followed

Columbus’ Fame Intact. 
“Does all this detract from Columbus’ dis- 
covery?’ 
_“ Not in the least. The Norwegians, as well 
as the Basques from the north of Spain, came 
ont to the tishing banks and their purposes 
had nothing to do with the sc‘entific and com- 
mercial venture of which Columbus was the 
Masterhead. I could tell you much further of 
my conclusions upon the subject; I am satis- 
fied that from those Norwegians, like the 
French Normans, descended the Iroquois or 
Five Nations of New York State. The name 
* Troquois ’ is a corruption of ‘ America,’ and: 
it was in the air. that the country should be} 
talled America without regard to the treaties 
ofAmericus Vespucci. Champlain heard the 
uois name themselves Americans, and 
Spelled it as we see it now. You see the same 
in‘jJamaica’ and other Indian words. The 
Vigor of the Five Nations they received from 
their Norse forefathers, and as the one crossed 
the ocean the other exercised a paramount in- 
fluence over the whole continent as far as.

Vision of a City to Be. 

There emerged finally at the lonely extrem- 
ity of that lake which drops like a plummet 
from the north into the prairies a little fort, 
around whose site long lingered without re- 
sult the vision of a port and city to be. But, 
as inthe case of Columbus, science was re+ 
quired to come to the navigator’s assistance 
with the compass and the globe, so the inven- 
tions resultant from the steam engine were 
necessary to open the site of Chicago to ac- 
cess. In about ten years the lakes were being 
plowed by Fulton’s steamboats, which had 
hardly been ten years at their task when the 
locomotive engine came to its destiny. . 

More than any city in the world Chicago is 
the product. of the railway, and in order to ob- 
tain a railway its statesmen invented the sys-— 
tem of exchanging the pvblic lands for the 
capital of investors. By 1850 Douglas and 
his associates had carned through the Illinois 
Central railroad, with its lake termination at. 
Chicagy. 

Those who regard Chicago as the child of 
chance should look at two other terminations 
of this railroad at Cairo and Galena, and ask: 
*“ Why have not those towns, once as noted as 
Chicago, kept pace with it?’ 

While the railroads terminating at ‘Chicago 
have multiplied until there are more great 
railroads meeting here than at any spot on the 
r globe, the commerce of the lakes has taken 4 
second start, and a new Mediterranean has 
been opened from the Erie Canal up the lakes 
to Chicago and its successors. 

Here the steamboat as modified by man has 
become corrective of the railfoads. “The old 
axis of settlement which lay down the Ohio 
River has been altered to strike the Northwest, 
and Chicago has become the central spot in 
the land. 

Center of Population Will Be Here. 

The center ot population moved toward it 
as the needle follows the pole star, until that 
center is now advancing through Southern 
and Middle Indiana, and in twenty years more 
it will probably halt in the axis of Lake Mich- 
igan not far to the south of this city, and there 
remain longer than it has remained in any 
general locality since our second or third cen- 
sus was taken. 

While celebrating the fourth centennial of 
the discovery of America it 1s well to observe 
that 200 years back upon this distance will 
carry us to the settlement of Philadelphia, 
and only 100 years will carry us to the settle- 
ment of Pittsburg, Marietta, and Cincinnati. 
lilinois as a State follows the Puritan settle- 
ment.of New England about 200 years. 

With the excepgion of St. Louis, and per- 
haps New Orleans, none of the French sites 
in the West has been vindicated by time.

Compared to the growth of America since . LN * 
the first English settiements the growth of , \ ATEN TY 
Europe itself was very slow. .Not until the 
time of Cesar were Gaul and Germany under- 
stood at ail. Not until the Normans—400 
-years before Columbus—made their conquests 
in France, England, and Sicily’ arose in. any 
extent or splendor such cities as London, 
Paris, Barcelona, Naples, or even Vienna. 

No great cities were ever planted by the 
Romans remote from the Mediterrahean and 
its navigable watercourses. Till the tower of 
London, which was built . by the son of Duke 
William, no sity stood there worthy of the 
name. 

Liverpool is as direct a consequence of the 
development of America as Chicago, and the 
same may be said of Glasgow and of such 
comparatively old towns as Hamburg and 
Bremen. 

The projection of America was largely the

lid, Naples, Barcelona, Ghent, and Milan 
after the triumphs of King Ferdinand. 
Gathering the greatest Christian army known

The war-cries of 
that crusade held Spanish enthusiasin together 
till Magellan, Cortez, Gonzal, Pizarro, Alva, 
Don John, and Spinola revolutionized the ad- 
venture and tactics of Europe and made it the 
leader of continents. 
When War Broke Out. 

At the commencement of the American civil 
war, itself a crusade against the fanaticism of 
slavery propaganda and extension, no city in 
the West much exceeded 100,000 population. 
The civil war called the rural population to 
the cities to be mustered.

for the Military. 
Wasuineton, D. C., Oct, 19.—Domestic 
violence in some of the States has tendered 
necessary the use of military in support of 
civil authorities, says Gen. Schofield in his 
report. In the caseof the young State of 
Idaho the militia organization had not yet 
reached the strength necessary to cope with a 
formidable insurrection which had _ in- 
volved much destruction of life and 
property, in the Coour d’Alene mining re- 
gion. report shows that in Wyoming it 
has also been necessary to employ troops to

AMERICAN SHIP CAMPBELL WRECKED. 


Eleven of the Crew Land at Hawaii After 
Twenty-three Days in a Small Boat, 
San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 19.—Advices re- 
ceived today from Honolulu under date of 
Oct. 12 say the small boat of the wrecked 
American ship W. A. Campbell arrived at 
Hilo, Hawaii, Sept. 25. There were abroad 
the mate ana ten sailors. Sailmaker Johnson 
said: . 
“ We had pleasant weather till we struck a 
gale which dismasted the vessel in three hours 
and she at once filled with water. All hands 
were o1dered aft and’remained there till the 
storm abated, about 9 a. m., when the sea 
calmed. One boat and a sailor were washed 
overboard and we hauled the other 
two boats up on the poop-deck and made 
ready for sea. We had httle water and were 
not as well provisioned as the Captain’s boat. 
The Captain’s wife was a delicate woman and 
her baby was only about a year old. 
Captain set fire to the wreck, after orde 
the men to’ the boats. The Captain got a sai 
and needles and added a piece of canvas to 
his sail, so that he could sail as fast as we 
could. The men were soon played out. 
When the water and wine gave out we had a 
hard time until we were twenty-three days 
out, when we sighted land, and the next day 
made it all right.” 
Capt. Havener’s boat contained, besides the 
Captain and his.wife and baby, Second Mate 
Murray, Third Mate Percy Turner of Sydney, 
and ten sailors. steamer Kinau was en-

Magnificent Receptions While En Route 
and on Arrival in Chicago, 

Iowa came into Chicago yesterday after- 
noon with the imperial bearing and atately 
tread of an army of a great nation returning 
from victorious wars, and was accorded a re- 


ception worthy the’ mighty Commonwealth. 
Starting from the Iowan Capital they met- 


magnificent receptions while en route. 

At Iowa City the University Battalion and 
the populace turned out to greet them, and 
there were military maneuvers, speeches, and 
toasts. 

At Davenport, where they stopped Tuesday 
night, a spiendid reception was given them at 
the Kimball House, | 

When the long train rolled into the Rock 
Island depot thousands of people had gath- 
ered there to see and cheer the lowans. 

Judge A. A. Goodrich, C. 8S. Crain, Judge 
Vincent, and Spoor Mackey of the Reception 
committee met them with 100 carriages. 

Arrangements as to Carriages had been 
made by telegraph, so that the visitors were 
auickly seated and the parade line formed for 
the march to the Virginia Hotel, the head- 
quarters of the Iowa delegation. It was:in 
command of Maj.-Gen. George Greene, Adju- 
tant-General of lowa. 

Yollowing a Chicago police escort came the 
celebrated lowa State Band, fifty-five pieces, 
an official State organization, with Drum- 
Major A. R. Dodge, who, because of its semi- 
military character, is in command, and leader 
Fred Phinney. 

Then came the Governor's escort. a large 
force of picked men from the Third and 
Fourth regiments, lowa National Guardsmen. 

In carriagés were Gov. Horace Boies and 
statf, the Supreme Court, Board of Railroad 
Commissioners, United States Columbian 
Commussioners for Iowa, Presidents of the 
colléges of lowa,ex-Governors, Aides-de-Camp, 
retired list, and special guests. 

As the line passed up the streets it was 


enthusiastically greeted by thunders of ap-" 


plause from the crowded sidewalks. 

The music of the band was of such a char- 
acter as to draw the cheering crowds to it. 

‘‘The Parade of the Guards March,” an in- 
spiriting melody, by Mr, Fassett, a Uhicagoan, 
and composed for the occasion, was the first 
selection. ? 

“The Second Regiment Band Illinois Na- 
tional Guard March,” by A. F. Weldon, 
came next. “The Westminster March,” by 
Williams, was then rendered, and as the pro- 
cession neared headquarters at the Virginia 
Hotel the tones of “ The Quinobéquin,”’ by Z. 
H. Rollinson, rang along the streets. 

At the handsomely decorated hotel a great 
crowd had gathered. Gov. Boies was enthusi- 
astically cheered, 

After those in carriages had alighted the 
Guardsmen were escorted to Camp Boies, the 
tents of which stretch in long lines over the 
vacant block at Ohio and St.- Clair streets,

Bestow 
as once introduced Gen. Breckinridge 
to the new-comer, Maj. _Hoyt Sherman, 
a brother of Senator and the late Gen. Sher- 
man. Gen. Breckinridge’a remark being re- 
peated Maj.

Sherman cuntinued: “You may not know 
it, General, but your family, too, has an iden- 
tifying trait.

The Chairman of the 
meeting was Dr. Phillips, who was Knull’s 
chief opponent-in the candidacy for the office. 
Phillips had to shout at the top of his voice 
throughout the meeting in order to gain a 
hearing at all, and at times the din was so great 
that no business could be transacted. In the 
course of some bitter remarks Phillips assert- 
ed that Knill was an improper person for 
Lord Mayor, inasmuch as he must obey the 
orders of the Pope in all things. At this there 
were criesof “You're a liar!’ ‘** Knill is an 
honest man,” etc, 

It was evident at an early stage of the pro- 
ceedings that Knill’s friends were in the ma- 
jority. Several fruitless attempts to eject 
disturbers from the body of the hall resulted 
in fights, during which the proceedings of the 
meeting were suspended, A gray-bearded old 
man gained a hearing long enough to utter a . 
mild protest against the use of profanity, but 
was then quickly howled down. E-ward Lit- 
tleton, one of Phillips’ partisans, made a mo- 
tion that Knill was an unfit person to 
Mayor. Immediately the uproar was renewed. 
Mr. Krolle,a merchant, ciimbed upon the 
platform and shouted that he had just been

Dr, D, E, Salmon, Chief of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry, Asserts That the Case 
of a Creature Landed at Deptford, Eng., 
Is Not What It Was Called, but. Ca- 
tarrhal Pneumonia Contracted on the 
Voyage—An Increase in Manufactures 
Shown by the Census Bureau.

E. Salmon, Chief of the Bureau of Animal In- 


dustry of the Agricultural Deparsuiens, nye 
The anima! referred to was nct affected w 
plearo-pass acuia, It so ha al that this = 
I was raised in a region where there never was 
leuro-preumonia—in the vicinity of Cinein- 
ant. For years the State of Ohio bas been free 
from the contaxion,- while the neighborhood 
from which this steer came was never infected. 
There is no contagious pleuro-pneumonia in any 
portion of the United States, “There had not been 
even a single case for more than six months be- 
fore Secretary Rusk made his proclamation, and 
there has not been any Every animal 
is tagged and we keep a_ perfect record, 
so that in case we should discover a case of con- 
tagious pleuro-pneumonia we could trace it to 
its inception and prevent’ a spreading of the 
plague. Within the last two years English in- 
spectors have discovered about six cases of f lun 
trouble, and in every one of these the absence o 
contagion is proven.. It is not difficult for cattle 
to contract pneumonia on thé voyage-—all the 
mniphaere and atmospheric conditions favor it —- 
and when one of the sick brutes is landed a great 
cry goes up against diseased American meat. We 
look for this disturbance | 
what disappointed if it failed toe appear. 
latest effort is a trifle overdue. 

Dr, Michener, assistant chief of the bureau, 
suggested that it might be well for the public 
to understand that the most. eminent * 
French scientists had investigated severa 
such cases as the one to which attention was 
now being directed, and their findings agreed 
with those of the American experts, The dis- 
ease was simply catarrhal pneumonia, con- 
tracted on the voyage,

EFFECT OF THE DRAWBACK SYSTEM. 


The Acting Secretary Says It Operates in 
Faver of Articles for Exportation. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Oct. 19.—Acting Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Spaulding. has written 
a letter in response to recent critics on the 
drawback privileges of ‘the tariff act, Mr, 
Spaulding says: 

The smelting establishments now operated 
under bond are prineipally devoted to imported 
lead and silver ore, but no iron ore is utilized b 
them. This seems to meet the complaint whic 
is made against ‘the alleged discrimination in 
favor of foreign iron ore. The drawback law 

a erates for the benefit of those manufacturers 

o make articles for exportation, Certain for- 
eign materials may in some cases be adyan- 
tageously used :-in the process of maki 
such articles. If the manufacturer were force 
to pay dity uponsuch matepiais he could not 
compete with his rivals in those countries where- 
in such materials are produced. To equalize his 
advantages with the foreign mauufacturer the 
law provides that upon all imported material 
used by him in the construction of articles for ex- 
port he .shall be entitled to a refund. of the duty 
paid, less 1 per cent. This enables him to develop 
a special branch of industry which he could not 
otherwise maintain and which gives employment 
to workmen and ‘laborers in this country and 
which incidentally demands many materials pro- 
duced at home. 


COMPLIMENTS THE NATIONAL GUARD. 


Gen. Howard Says Its Efficiency Is Greater 
than Ever Before, 

Wasurnaton, D. C., Oct.. 19:—Gen, O, 0. 
Howard, U. 8. A., in his annual report to the

SOMETHING ABOUT THE REGULARS 


How the Flying*Ninth Saved the Seventh 
from Being Massacred. : ‘ 

They were all regular troops quartered in 
the Mines. and Mining Building last night, 
Regulars not only in the sense Of belonging to 
the army, but regulars in their submussion to 


blanket underneath their bodies. There was 
the Fifteenth Infantry entire, portions of the 
Fifth and Sixth Cavalry. and two troops of 
the Seventh, B and K, that stood the brunt of 
the storm at Wounded Knee, while saddle 
against saddle with the Seventh rested the 
“ Flyjng Ninth,”’ the black troo , the men 
who “saved the bacon” of the Seventh at the 
Mission fight, 

The.Ninth Cavalry is to some extent more 
noted than the Seventh. Its black members 
rode across a waterless desert and killed the 
Ute uprising. That was in Utah and Colorado. 
In Dakota when the black regiment, under 
Col. Guy Heury, had reached Pine Ridge, af- 
ter a ride of fifty miles from beyond the 
White River, a rider came in and said the 
Seventh was hemmed in at the Missien—help - 
was wanted. The Ninth went to horse and 
rode to the rescue. The troops had eaten 
but a@ bite of hardtack, and taken 
but one drink of coffee; .the horses had but 
feit the strap of their fodder-filled nose ba 
Yet out they went over the trail from 
Ridge to Mission, They made seventy-six 
miles that’ day apd saved the Seventh. The 
Reds saw the blacks and ran, They had hoped 
to repeat the Custer massacre, but the colored 
troopers foiled them. The Seventh now 
draws no color line, .-

QUESTION OF ALLOWING ITS SALE 
ON THE WORLD'S FAIR GROUNDS. 


Discussion of the Subject by Memhers of 
the National Commission at Yesterday’s 
Meeting—Representatives of the Na- 
tional Non-Partisan Tem perance Society, 
Composed of Men of All Parties, Offer 
Resolutions Against the Sale of Intoxi- 

_ eating Beverages on the Grounds. 

At a meeting of the National Commission 
at -9 o'clock: yesterday morning Comumis- 
sioner William F. King of Iowa moved that 
one bour be devoted to hearing J. N. Stearns 
and Wilbur F. Crafts; who represent the Na- 
tional Non-Partisan Temperance Society, of 
which the Rev. Dr. Cuyler is President, re- 


_ warding thesale of liquors on the World’s Fair 


grounds, 

Commissioner Joseph Eiboeck of Iowa sec- 
onded the motion; with the understanding 
that the anti-Prohibitionists would also be 
given a hearing at some future date. 
Commissioner Oscar R. Hundley of Ala- 
bama maintained that the commussion has as 
yet no‘ jurisdiction over the liquor question; 
.* it had only supervisory powers in the mat- 
ter,” he said, “and could act only after the 
local beard had acted é 
and reported rules and  reguiations. 
Co had intentionally let’ the 
question alone because the local directory 
had made solemn promises to certain vitally in- 


‘terested. stockholders whereby licenses were 


to be granted for liquor-selling by restaurants 
on the grounds. He therefore offered-a reso- 
lution to the effect that the commission had 
no right to prohibit the sale of intoxicating- 
drinks on the grounds, but only to pass on 
such acts as the lucal airectory might pass.

Commissioner Mark L. McDonald of Cali- 
fornia said: ** The Secretary of this com- 
mission was authorized to inform various s0- 
cieties throughout the country that the second 
day of this present session had been set apart 
for the: hearing of those interested in ~ 
liquor question. In response representatives 
of those societies are hete today. This com- 
mission is in honor bouhd to hear them. It 
will be no committal of ourselves; it is only 


keeping our word.” , 
' Commissioner H. P. Rucker of North Da- 
kota said that he hoped the Commissioners 
would not dodge the issue, but meet it like 
men. The public had something to say about 
it as well as exhiviters, and if exhibiters had 
already had their say with the local board it 

was high time that the public be heard. 

Not a Drink tn Fifteen Years. 
Commissioner A. M. Cochran of Texas said 
that he hadn’t taken a drink for fifteen years, 
but he was not in favor of prohibition on the 
grounds. He thought that the local directory 
ought to act first and then in their action 
was not satisfactory to the public the commis-

No Disposition to Open Saloons. 

Commissioner: St. Clair said that there was 
no disposition to open saloons on the grounds. 
Certatm restaurant privileges had been granted.

liquors in some form on the grounds, and 
such sale was necessary under proper rules 
and regulations. 
~ Commissioner Sewell offered a resolution 
whereby the whole matter was to be referred 
to the Committee on Judiciary. The resolu- 
tion was hutly debated for an hour, ex-Gov. 
.Waller contending that to refer the matter to 
the lawyers was virtuaily asking the public to 
‘sit indefinitely on the tomb of the Capulets. 
_ The debate that followed -was characterized 
by President Palmer asa trifle ridiculous, 
many of the Commissioners bandying 
other in terms none too dignified. 
* Commussioner Sewell’s motion was lost by 
a vote of 43 to 27. ;

A Rumpus Created. 


The business that created the rumpus of the 
afternoon appeared when Commissioner C. H. 
Way of Georgia offered the following: 

Resolved, That the Director-General be re- 
quested to report to this commission whether or 
not in his judgment the functions and powers con- 
ferred on him by the National Commission have 
been exercised according to the spirit of the act 
of Congress and in conformity to the wishes, in- 
tentions, and authority of this commission. 

The report of the Director-General, if he 
had any to make, was to be made a special or- 
der of business for 10:30 a. m. Saturday. | 

A debate ensued~ which lasted over two 
hours. A sore spot had been touched. The 
true inwardness of the issue was as to whether 
in appointing Commissioners Massey and St. 
Ciair to represent the commission in the new 
Council of Administration tne Board of Con- 
trol had not exceeded its authority and en- 


eroached on the province of the Director- 


General. 

There were many Commussioners present

Commissioner William Lindsay of Kentucky 
said he thought an effort was being made to 
arraign the Board of Control with Director- 
General Davis forced to take the place of 
prosecuting attorney. 

Commissioner Charles H. Jones of Missouri 
said that Commissioner. Lindsay was taking 
the position that a shot ought not to. be fired | 
for fear somebody ‘would be hit. Commis- 
sioner Jones wanted to hear from the Di- 
rector-General’s own lips that he was satisfied 
with his treatment and that he had not been 
——- by any other body. 

ommissioner St. Clair made a_ heated 
speech, in which he said that the Board‘ of 
Control was the Director-General’s best 
friend. It had always helped enforce and 
guard his powers; the rules and ‘regulations 
would be ready Monday, and after that the 
proper time would come to hear the Director- 
General. [he rules would give the Director- 
General 500 per cent more power than the act 
of Congress gave him. In the preparation of 
those rules there had been an eye single to the 
rights of the commission, its representative, 
and the government. 

Ex-Gov. Wailer made a speech that was 
full of fight. He wanted everything uncov- 
ered, and was against having the business of 
the commission run by a few men. 

No definite action was taken on the resolu- 
tion authorizing the Director-General.to re- 


port. : 

The report of the Board of Control was 
made a special order for 10:30 4. m. Satur- 
day, and the commissiun adjourned till that 
time. 


DORMITORIES FOR WOMEN, 
Provision for Those of Moderate Means 
Made by the Lady Managers... 

The second day’s session of the Board of 
Lady Managers of the World’s Columbian 
Comnmiission opened at 10:35 yesterday morn- 
ing, with the President, Mrs. Palmer, in the 
chair. Mrs. Logan moved that the President 
appoint a standing committee corresponding 
innumber to that of the Committee on Cere- 
monies'of the World’s Columbian Exposition 
to codéperate with that body in the matter of 
ceremonies at the opening and during the Kx- 
position. This was agreed to. 

Mrs. Meredith said the phrase “‘competitive 
exhibits ’’ used -by the InStallation committee 
was misleading and understood by many as 
intended to debar awards for merit. She 
movea to reconsider the action of the 
board heretofore taken on the subject. 
Thereupon followed a lengthy discussion, 
which was finally ended by the adoption of a 
motion that the Jury of Awards of the Expo- 
sition consider the exhibits of the Woman’s 
Building in their examinations. Mrs. Miner 
offered a resolution that the Board of Lady 
Managers be divided into six committees, 
each committee to have charge of the World's 
Fair building one month and to aid aid con- 

. fer with the Committee on Ceremonies. Re- 
ferred to a committee to report. 

The afternoon session of the board was. 
chiefly devoted to consideration of the reports 
ef the committees on the Children’s Building 
in the World’s Fair grounds and the Woman's 
Dormitory Buildings: Space for the former 
had been granted on condition that the esti- 
mated cost of its construction, about $20,900, 
should be secured in sixty days. Circulars 
were issued, but the amount was not forth- 
coming, and, the Fair directors extended the 
time. four months, provided $5,000 a month 
should be expended in.the erection of the 
building. Suggestions were made, by which 
the money could be secured and the work of 
the committee was commended. 

On the women’s dormitories Mrs. Matilda 
B. Carse made a full report, which included 
letters, some humorous and some pathetic, 
and ali gratetul to the lady managers for the 
project of providing women of small means 
with comfortable quarters fora visit to the 
Fair at nominal charges. The intention, Mra. 
Carse said, was to build five dormitories, each 
to contain 1,000 rooms, the charge for each 
guest being only 40 cents a day. One of the 
buildings was to be a family dormitory. No 
cooking would be done in any of the - buiid- 
ings, but a restaurant of moderate prices 
would be in the neighborhood. The entire 
amount requiredto accomplish the scheme 
would be about $150,000. Stock for this sum 
was issued, the shares being placed at $10 
each, Attached toeach share were twenty- 
five coupons receivable at the dormitories for 
lodging so that the purchaser of a share could 
have a home near the Fair twenty-five days. 
Numerous shares have already been disposed 
of throughout many States from Maine to 
California. Several minor matters were 
talked about and the board adjourned till 10 
o’clock Saturday morning. 


ARTISTIC -AND EFFECTIVE DESIGNS, 


Charming Decorations That Render Beau- 
tiful the Federal Building. 

The decorations of the Federal Building are 
artistic and effective. The design was 
changed once or twice for the better, the first. 
design involving a cost probably of $2,500. 
The main features are over the reviewing

The Adams etreet decorations begin at the 
top of the flag-statf on the centrai doriner 
window, from which point immense festoons 
composed of the flags of all nations, descend 
to the apex of the dormer windows on each 
side, and thence to the outer cerner of the 
portico. Similar festoons of tricolor start 
from the foot of the flag-staff and descend 


first to the third-story windows and thence te 


the outer corners of the portico, where they 
unite with the outer festoons, ateach side 
a large yellow, white, and red painted banner 
waving over the jinction.

American flags of extraordinary size and. 


smaller naval flags. Behind each of the 
eagie’s outstretched wings stand the fasces of 
the Roman lictor. 

Just beneath the shield and over the door- 
way through which it was hoped that Presi- 
dent Harrisun would enter the reviewing 


stand is spread the Presicential flag,of a blue | 


silk ground and a white eagle. 

Connected by expansive folds of terr 
with the above features is a fine piece on @ach 
side of the entrance to the stand. The one on 
the east side consists of an Italian shield, 
flanked by the coat of arms of Rus- 
sia on one side and England on _ the 
other, all of them encircled with the tlags of 
all nations. The one on the west consists of a 
Spanish shield, flanked by the coat of arms 
of Germany on one side and France on the 
other side, all surrounded, as in the other 
case, with the fiags of all nations. The twen- 
ty-two stalis along the front of the stand, for 
visiting Governors, are decorated with shields 
bearing the coats of arms of twenty-two dif- 
ferent States. 

The decorations of the Dearborn street 
front begin with a fine coinposition at the 
cornice line. This consists of a large Ameri- 
ean shield, flanked by American flags and 
crowned with a wreath of holly, From behind 
this shield to two points on the balustrade of 
the portico, corresponding with the limits of 
the three-arched doorway below, descend two 
festoons of tri-color bunting fastened at the 
balustrade by two American Admiral shields. 


“These shields, which bear four stars and 


an anchor in white on a biue ground, 
are flanked with small flags of the naval and 
signal service, and have flying over them the 
pointed banner called the American church 
signal. Between the Admiral shields is a 
painted eagle, twenty feet across, carrying 
arrows and olive branches in his talons." On 
each side of the eagle a broad drapery of 
terra-cotta, with white bands, descends nearly 
to the steps, but is caught up at one point to 
a distance of ten feet by an American shield 
—— a gold border, with Spanish 
avd italian shields showing behind _ it. 
Just below the eagle graceful fclds of tricolor 
stretch from side to side of. the entrance, and 
from that point a broad arched canopy pro- 
jects outward and downward over the granite 
steps. -The canopy is of alternate red and 
white bands running lengthwise. At the out- 
er end it 16 supported at each side by.a gar- 
land pole resting on the steps’ and tipped 
above the canopy with gilded eagle and 
wreath. These garland poles are staid by 
lines of. flags running to posts at the lower 


, corners of the steps. | 


Elsewhere the decorations consist of fes- 
toons of terra-cotta and white, extending en- 
tirely around the building just above tne first 
story windows, and of tri-color festoons 
stretching from the cornice to the windows of 
the other stories. The wourk,. being delayed 
by the ——_ of design, was nearly all done 
in the night, but, by a considerable effort, 
presented a complete and attractive appear- 
ance early ‘this morning. The design is the 
work of Frank Sinarp of the Grazeo designers. 


Souvenir Program of Fireworks.

Among the arrangements for the exercises 
at Jackson Park in which every one who will 
attend them is interested are those that per- 
tain to the hospital and closets, A little at- 
tention to these matters now will help a good 
many people to decide whether to visit the 
grounds cn that day or not and enable them 
to enjoy the exercises without uneasiness and 


- diseom fort. 


To persons who have not yet seen the 
Manufactures Builaing it may seem super- 
fluous to indicate the exact location of these 
vonveniences. ° But when: one reflects that 
this immense structure is a third of a mile in 
length he sees that such information is really 
necessary. | : 

The Manufactvres Building’ contains three 
losures, one within another. ‘I'he 
ne is the narrow loggia, separated 

adway only 4 pillara. Within 
Mave, 176 feet wide, separated from 
the logyia by a wall. In the center of all is 
the great hall, in which the exercises will be 
held, and separated from the nave only by the 
feet of (@qzreat trusses. 
Where the Closets Are Located. 

The water-clo:<t; are located in four differ- 
ent places in the nave, two on the west side 
of tle west nave and two on the east side of 
the east:nave, and all under the galleries of the 
nave. Bach of these spaces is 22x276 feet in 
size and is 150 feet from the end of the build- 
ing. There will be two hospital substations 
in the building, one at the northwest and the 
other at the southeast corners, between the 
water-closets and the ends of the buildings. 
Each of these substations will be 22x50 feet in 
size. All of these apartments will be on the 
ground floor,: and their relative location may 
be understood from the following diagram:

ECLIPSE OF THE SUN TODAY. 


It Will Take Place During the Civic Pa- 
rade —Facts About the Phenomer on. 

Tur Trisune reproduces from its issue of

of the sun which will take place today. As 
computed for the latitude and longitude of 
Tue Tripune office the eclipse will begin at

some time afterwards except through the tele- 
scope. The greatest. obscuration will be at 
12:15,-and the end at 1h. 41m. 14s. p.m. The 
first dragram shows the points on the sun’s 
disk at which the darkening will begin and 
end, also the extent. of the obscuration when 
the sun and moon are due south from Chica- 


go, at about 11:35, 
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BEGINNING AND END. 


The moon’s shadow will sweep past Chicago, 
from west to east, at the rate of about thirty 
and one-half miles a minute. The magnitude 
of that part of the sun which is darkened by 
the interposition of the moon, also the dura- 
tion of the eclipse, is greater for points far- 
ther north than -for Chicago.

N ~The feature of the exercises at

Garfield School—The decorations at the Gar- 
field School were varied and extensive.

woukid have satisfied the most devoted and en- 
thusiastic patriot. A novel feature of the cere- 
monies was a selection of field music on fife and 
drum readered by Le Roy Van Horn and Clark 
Biackman. The official badge was worn by both: 
teachers and pupils, giving a distinguished air to 
even the tiniest chiid. 

J Doolittle School—The hall of the J. R. 
Doolittle School was ornamented with the flags 
of dali nations, the American preneee aaine. A 
large crayon portrait of Columbus donated to the | 
school by J. Hampden Field was the most at-— 
tractive feature of the decorations. In the morn- 
ing the primary department held exercises, of 
which the feature was atablean with song of 
the landing of Columbus. The grammar depart- 
ment assembled in the afternoon and carri:d out 
a program, a feature being “ Colambia’s Recep- 
tion of the Nations.’ Columbia, in the dress of 
the Goddess of Liberty, bearing the American 
shield, addressed the visiting nations, which were 
symbolized by flags borne by pupils. Miss Hessie 
Arensburg took the part of Columbia. 

Marquette School—The sixth, seventh, and 
eighth grade pupils of the Marquette School, 
numbering 550, metin the large assembly hall 
and carried out the official program with a few 
extra numbers.

The — 
national emblems that were tastefully displayed 
in the various rooms gave evidence of the patri- 
otic spirit with which even the youngest pupils 
were inspired. The portrait of Columbus draped 
oecupied a conspicuous place, and here and there 
were well-executed drawings on the blackboards 
of the discoverer’s birthplace, his travels, and 
landuwig in 1492. 

Rogers School—Twelve separate celebrations 
were carried on at the same time in the various di- 
visions of the RogersSchool. This wasasuccessful ° 
plan and avoided the crowding of too many pupils 
and visitors into one room. Each room was 
adorned with. flags, banners, portraits frame | in 
evergreen, drawings of maps and Columbia 
illustrations on the boards, tables decked with 
Howers and draped with red. white, and biae.

They March to Lincoln Park and Give 


Three Cheers for America, 

Two thousand school children of all ages 
| swung their caps, waved their flags, and 
shouted with all the strength of their lungs at 
the Lincoln monument yesterday afternoon 
when the Rev. H. Weber of St. Michael’s 
Church proposed three cheers for America. 
The occasion was the Columbian Day celebra- 
t:on of the children of St. Michael’s Parish. 

The parade formed at St. Michael’s Church 
promptiy at 1 o’clock and proceeded to North 
avenue, thence to Lincoln Park. At the head of 
the parade marched a platoon of police. After 
the police came Chief Marshal Adam Schullo 
and his aides, the Casin» band of St. Mi- 
ehael’s, and the Jaeger Battalion of Foresters. 
Then came the first band of children, young- 
sters of 10 years old and under, carry- 
ing in each hand a Umtea States 
flag. The first float in the parade, the 
Santa Maria, was manned by eight sturdy 
youngsters, another was at the helm, while 
Columbus stood ‘at the prow. After the 
Bishop’s Guards, in Zouave costume, was 
borne a float representing Columbus at sea, 
and Columous landing. Asan escort came a 
company of little ones dressed in the costume 
of United States artillerymen, dragging a six- 
pounder brass cannon, a company of 
boys carrying pictures of ajl the Presidents. 
A miniature Uncle Sam riding in his car of | 
state and surrounded by loyal vassals was the 
subject of another float. 

Carriages with the clergy of St. Michacl’s 
parish came next, and after them the Metro- 
politan band and the girls’ division of the 
parade. The feature of this division was. the 
evolution of the flag corps, composed of forty- 
eight little girls. The floats in the girls’ 
division were:

The ex- 
excises were opened by the singing of “* Amer- 
ica,”’ led by the Casino Band and ee rune 
by all the children. .Then the Rev. H 
made a short talk to’ the children, in which he 
explained to them somothing of the reasons 
for their celebration. The children san 
** Marching Through Georgia,” “* Columbia, 
and ‘ Hurrah for the Red, White, and Blue.”’ 
After these exercises the procession marched 
out North avenue and through the principal 
streets of the North Side, disbanding finally at 
Eugenie street and Cleveland avenue.

Their Congréssmen Having Hard Fights to 
Maintain Their Supremacy in the Face 
of Republican and Populist Fusions— 
The Democratic New York County 
Tickets Placed in Nomination—Idaho’s

Wasuinetor, D. C., Oct. 19.—[Special.]—’ 


Advices which reach Washington from Con- 
gressional Districts in the South are not alto- 
gether reassuring to the Democratic mana- 
agers, despite results of the recent State 
elections in that section. Quite a num- 
ber of Democratic candidates appear 
to be in jeopardy in districts that have 
hitherto been safely Democratic, and 
the combination of Populists. and Repub- 
licans is being practiced in certain localities 
with sufficient strength to warrant a possi- 
bility of success. Even in Texas, a State sup- 
posed to be rock-ribbed in its Democracy, 
Representative Crain admits that the race be- 
tween himself and Ben Ferrell, the Alliance 
leader, is a close one. In Mr. Paschal’s 
‘district in the same State deals are be- 


ing made between the Alliance people 


and the Republicans which _ threaten 


to lose the district to the Democracy. Repre- 


sentative Bunn of North Carclina admits that 
he has a serious fight on his hands, and while 
he is sure that Cleveland will get the Elec- 
toral vote of the State he feels that his Con- 
gressional district might not be safe. Repre§ 
sentative Williams is also said to be in dan- 
ger of defeat. In addition to these two dis- 
tricts itis known that Representative Brauch 
will not return to Congress easily. As early 
as last May the Republicans nominated Judge 
Pool of Elizabeth City as their Congressional 
candidate in the district, while the Alliance, 
after naming three or four men, each of whom 
declined, finally settled upon Redick Gatlin 
of Gates County.

THE ELECTORAL TEST SUSTAINED. 


Idaho’s Supreme Court Decides It Is 
stitutional. 

Boiss, Idaho, Oct. 19.—[{Special. |—Tuesday 
Judge Morgan handed down the decision of 
the Supreme Court in the matter of the ‘elec- 
tors’ oath which was brought to its notice 
with the view of determinmg whether under 
the present statute Mormons had the right to 
register and vote. The question was upon the 


Con- 


constitutionality of the present statute. 
The decision of the court: was in 
effect that the present statute is consti- 


tutional. This decision meets. with general 
favor here. The grounds upon which the elec- 
tion oath was held to be unconstitutional were 
that it was ex-post facto and in the nature of 
an attaint. The court overruled these points 
and held that statute was constitutional. The 
court says: 

The argument of counsel for the plaintiff is 
predicated largely upon the assumption that the 
exercise of the elective franchise is an absolute 
right, and that both the constitutional provisions 
and the statute are violations of this right. All 
authorities are against this assumption. As to 
the present statute being in the nature of an at- 
taint, the court holds that itis not. Bills of at- 
tainder are at present unknown to vur laws. Suf- 
frage is a political right conferred by the Consti- 
tution or laws of the State; and has ever been re- 
garded as exclusively under State control. It 
strictions as a majority of those in whom sove- 
reignty resides may deem most conducive to pub- 
lic weifare.

TARY PROCESSION. | 
It does not need much time or close ob- 


servation to ascertain that the people vf Chi- 
cago, reinforced by tens of thousands of 


strangers, will be deeply and naturally disap- 
pointed if Gen. Miles shail adhere to, the pres- 
ent program for the military pageant tomor- 
row. 
if a change would seriously interfere with the 
after ceremonies of the day at Jackson Park, 
the people would try to gracefully submit to 
the inevitable, But Tuz Taisune believes the 
change can be made and that the program 
can ‘be so arranged that hundreds of thousands 
of people can see the procession and that, too, 
without imposing any unusual fatigue upon 
the troups or delaying the ceremonies of the 
dedication. 

It is announced that 3,000 regulars and 6,000 


| National Guards cf lilinois ana other States 


will take part in this pageant and by Friday 
morning they will-all be in Jackson Park. 
The Illinois Central raiJroad can transport 
between 7.500 and 8,000 men in an hour. Early 
Friday morning its care going north will run 
contparatively light, .Whatever rush there is 
will all be the other way until evening. It 
can transport the entire military force in about 
an hour to the Lake-Front. If this involves 
additional expense Tue Trisune will pay the 
bill. There is ample room on the Lake-Front 
for the troops to mass in close order until the 
grand inarch begins. Up to this time they 
have no marching to do.. Half the march 
over the whole route has been saved by rail- 
way conveyance. 

If it be objected that this march of three 
hours to Jackson Park will take too much 
time’ and will delay the ceremonies there, 
then let the troops start on the march a hittle 
earlier. 

/The remainder of the march is not a difficult 
matter. There will be an uninterrupted 
course on Michigan avenue south to Twenty- 


South Side cable road cross the avenue at that 
point. It would be a serious matter to de- 
lay the cars until the whole procession had 
passed, as they will be filled with people en 
rovte to Jackson Park to attend the ceremo- 
nies. But the Twenty-second street crossing is 
not so formidable. When a regiment moving 
along by platoons reaches the tracks it can 
halt, say, two minutes. In this time the regi- 
ment can come up and standin close order 
not .oceupying, ffom front to rear, more than 
80 feet. Then let the cars stop twv iminutes 
and the regiment take up a quick step until it 
caught up with the one in front. The cars can 
then run by for, say, two minutes,.at fast 
speed, and. then another regiment will have 
closed and pass quickly across, and so on till 
the whole column has moved south of Twen- 
ty-second street. There will be no other seri- 
ous obstruction till Jackson Park is entered 
and the regular marching speed of the column 
will not be impeded orslowed. The objection 
to a double-quick or a fast step in crossing the 
Twenty-second cable car tracks and catching 
up with the column is not a serious one to the 
soldiers. The double-quicking itself is a ma- 
neuver which would be an attraction. 

The whole distance from the Auditorium to 
the entrance of Washington Park, say five 
miles of broad avenue, will be filled with en- 
thusiastic, applauding spectators. It will be 
the great event of the day for the people. 

Gen. Miles has suggested a night parade in 
the.business streets of the city Saturday, but 
it is by no means certain such a thing is prac- 
tical. He has not permission to hold the reg- 
ular troops beyond Friday. It is not likely 
that many of the State guards will be here 


Saturday night that will make a new attrac- 
tion, but it ought not to be accepted as a sub- 
stitute fora grand day parade Friday.

CALL THIS CONTINENT. COLUMBIA. 

The discovery of land that was subsequently 

‘ascertained to belong to a new cgatinent 1s 
being celebrated this week in Chicago. The 
event occurred four hundred years ago, while 
the man after whom the continent was named 
did not cross the Atlantic till five or seven 
years later. The people of the United States 
are celebrating the lapse of four centuries 
since the landing of Columbus, not that of 
Vespucci, which could not be the occasion of 
such a demonstration till. near the close of the 
present century, if it were worth while to 
make it at all. They are now celebrating the 
real discovery by Columbus that vast areas 
of land lay far to the. southwest of Europe, 
and not the subsequent’ voyagings of other 
men who went there long after his return arig 
found out some facts which he had not 
stumbled upon. That he was mistaken in 
supposing the new land to belong to Asia goes 
without question, also the claim that but for 
such an idea at the outset he would not have 
made the voyage of disco.ery may be con- 
ceded, What ofthat? Columbus pushed out 
across an ocean not previously traversed ex- 
cept by means of intermediate stations in the 
far north and probably without any knowl- 
edge that the feat had been attempted away 
back in the dark ages. Considermg the many 
and great and discouraging difficulties he had 
to encounter before he could obtain perniis- 
sion and the means to make the voyage, it 
may well be believed that no one else had the 
courage to face and the will to surmount 
those obstacles, even if he had the faith which 
animated the real discoverer of the New 
World. 

- It cannot be disputed that Columbus led the 
way and revealed to Europeans the existence 
of new lands in the Far West. As the un- 
questioned discoverer he obtained a monopoly 
of the new country, and when this was re- 
ealied by Ferdinand the field was thrown open 
to other adventurers. Vespucci accompanied 
one of these expeditigns, probably as an 
astronomer who could determine the latitude

Probably he told of his going to such and 
such places, making no reference to what he 
supposed was the well understood f oe 
Columbus had crossed the ocean several } 
before himself, and Waldseemiier acbiily 
misread it to mean that Vespucci was the first 
to cross the Atlantic. 

The claims made for Vespucci as a discov- 
erer are ridiculoys, There is no proof that he 
made any himself. Sofaras known he was

WHITELAW REID’S LETTER OF ACCEPT- 
ANCE. 
The letter in which Mr. Whitelaw Reid ac: 
cepts the - Vice-Presidential' nomination ten-- 


mences thus: 

When the nomination with which the National 
convention had honored me was formally an 
nounced by your committee I accepted it at once. 
In doing sol accepted also the principles set 
forth in the resolutions adopted by the convention | 
as the basis of its appeal to the popular suffrage. 
To do other or less than this is; to any honorable 
man, an impossibility. A political party is an as 
sociation of citizens seeking to have the govern- 
ment conducted in accordance with its views and 
presenting candidates whom it strive to elect for 
that purpose. To accept its nomination without 
intending to carry out its principles would be as 
dishonorable and as criminal as to. procure goods 
under false pretenses. There will be no misun- 
derstanding as to the purposes of the Republican 
party in this contest and no doubt as to the atti- 
tude of its candidates. 

One might imagine from this that Mr, Reid 
had in mind the peculiar position which Mr. 
Cleveland has seen fit to assume by repudiat- 
ing the free trade platfor.n of. his party and. 
endeavoring to substitute for it protective 
doctrines borrowed from the Republicans. 
But Mr. Reid is unwilling to believe what 
some Democrats are saying—** that their 
candidate neither believes their platform nor 
.would dream of carrying it out.’’ He takes it 
for granted that Mr. Cleveland is too honor- 
able a man for that, saying: : 

We put ne such aspersion upon their candidate. 
To hold the nomination under such circumstances 
would be an act not only of treachery to the party 
whose standard he bears but of folly besides, 
since the .country could not help seeing that an 
effort was in progress to deceive it as to either 
the policy of the party or the purpose of the 
candidate. . Above all things, the American people 
like plain dealing, despise men who have not the 
courage of their convictions, and repudiate those 
who try to deceive them. It is impossible that 
any candidate in this contest’can for one instant 
have intended to occupy a position so unworthy. 

In short, if Mr. Cleveland is for protection, 
as his letter seems to show, he would be guilty 
of treachery and folly. If the protection sen- 
timents of the letter are merely there to catch 
votes, and he is for free trade, then his elec- 
tion would have serious consequences. 

Bemg satisfied that Mr. Cleveland if elected 
would carry out the creed of his party, Mr.

MR. ALTGELD’s GERMAN og KNOWNOTH- 
INGISM” REBUKED. 

The open letter addressed to the Demo- 
cratic candidate for Governor by Mr. William 
F. Wiemers, a German-American lawyer of 
this city, printed in yesterday’s Txrsuns, 
should be read by the voters.and should be 
heeded by Mr. Altgeld, if he has any sense of 
decency. Mr. ‘Wiemers, born in Germany, 
but reared in the United States, has no lack of 
affection for his native land—at least he has as 
much as Mr. Altgeld—but he has a still warm- 
er love for the lana of his adoption, and he 
does not believe that those of his fellow-citi- 
zens who were bora here are, therefore, in- 
ferior beings, 

So he feels called on to expostulate after 
observing the extraordinary way in which the 
Democratic candidate is carrying on his cam- 
paign.

You have in this campaign denounced American- 
born Republicans as * nativiste’’; you have inti- 
mated more than once that your election depends 
entirely upon the votes of German-Americans, 
and have stated in substance,’if not in terms, 
that you are politically independent of native- 
Dorn voters. You exhorted your supporters in 
your secret canvass to ““attend to the naturaliza- 
tion of the Germans and you would take care of 
the rest.""

You 
have wantonly and offensively drawn the line of 
nativity and race here in Lilinois. Do you think 
you befriend German-Americaus by thus intro- 
ducing a system of German ** knownothingism”’ 
into ere anne to serve your personal 
ends 


Mr. Wiemers says that during fourteen

heard no invidious race. comparisons. A gen- 
erous recognition and confidence have been 


extended to the foreign by the native-born. 


He properly rebukes Mr. Altgeld for his at- 
tempt to interfere with these harmonious re- 
lations by his offensive nativiem, bis slurs on 
Washingtoa, Lincoln, Jackson, Grant, and 
other distinguished Americans, and his exal- 
tation of the newly-arrived’ Germans to the 
disparagement of all others, ' 

Then he sticks the knife into Mr. Altgeld | in 
the following paragraph: 


Even if German-Americans could be led into the 
folly of setting up a candidate upon the distinct 
ground of his German nationality pecent disclos- 
ures in connection with your record, [ am sorry to 
say; render it very doubtful whether you are such 


“a man as they could afford to select. They would 


want a man above even the suspicion of corrup- 
tion ; and since your transactions. at Springfield 
in the Senatorial contest of 1891 have been 
brought to light German-Americans as a class 
can scarcely afford to submit themselves to such 
questionable leade as yours, So far from 
trying to aid our people, .yon seem to me to be 
afraid that native Amdricans will not undervalue 
and ostracize our citizens of German birth, so

professional German-American you. long just now 
to be kicked and cuffed, so you miay exhibit the 
bruises and scars on the stump.

WITHDRAW THE ILLEGAL CIRCULAR TO 
ELECTION CLERKS. 

That illegal, absurd; and mdiculous circular 
of instructions which the Election Commis- 
sioners have issued to clerks of election in ref- 
erence to revision has not yet been withdrawn. 
It is in direct conflict with the law, which pro-: 
vides that— 


Either of said clerks shall have the power and 
right of both in the matter pertaining to sach 
canvass, except that both are required to go to- 
gether and make such canvass. Jn case either re- 
Suses to go and make such canvass as aforesaid, 
then the other may make such canvass alone. 


It is in direct conflict with that provision of 
the law which directs that thé clerk may serve 
suspect notices until 10 o’clock the Friday 
morning after the last day of the revision. 
Without any sort of suthority whatsoever the 
stupid or bamboozled Commissioners direct 
that— 

The canvassers. or one of them, shall make out 
a copy of the list of names of parties checked and 
to whom suspect notices were sent, and deliver 
such copy to the Board of Election Commission- 
ers on or before 10 o’clock a. m. on Friday, Octo- 
ber the 28th, 1892. 

In other words, the Commissioners direct 
the clerks to perform work which will take 
away from three to five hours from the limit- 
ed time given them to make the canvass and 
to send out the suspect notice. One Larry 
Boyle, who draws a salary as attorney of the 
Election Commissioners, and who is always a 
candidate for office ‘before Democratic con- 
ventions, attempts to defend this ridiculous 
and illegal circular. Doubtless Democratic 
candidates or ex-candidates English and 
Schweisthal of the Election Board will also at- 
tempt to defend thecircular. But Mr. Hutch- 
ings, the Republican Commissioner, should 
insist on its withdrawal. If it 1s not with- 
drawn it will be the duty of the clerks of 
election to ignore it studiously and contempt- 
uously—Larry Boyle and his police court 
law to the contrary notwithstanding.

The increase during the decade was 530 
per cent greater in Chicago than in New 
York, Measuring against the figures of total 
production it was 31.6 per cent greater. In 
1880 the value of manufactured products in 
New York exceeded ours by nearly 90 per 
cent, In 1890 the excess had dimuin- 
ished to 16.5.per cent. Doubtless if a com- 
parison could be made for today the two 
would be nearly equal, as the census returns 
take no account of the tremendous activity 
developed in this city within the last two 
years, partly in preparation for the World’s 


‘Fair, while there has not been a correspond- 


ing spur to activity in New York. If we omit 
this advantage and suppose that the gain 
during the current decade will be only at the 
same rate as between 1880 and 1890, we.still 
have the inference that by the close of the 
century Chicago will lead New York by fully 
40 per cent instead of being 16 per cent in 
the rear. New York will then have to be con- 
tent with second piace and enter on a chase 
with Phil&delphia for the honor of occupying 
it im the longer future, Chicago will be the 
manufacturing center of the continent, and per- 
haps will be disputing for the first place in 
commerce and bank clearings, though: the 
figures now indicate us to be along way be- 


hind in those respects. ‘The money must 


ultimately go where the greatest activity is, 
and the difference between the two financially 
would now be vastly less but for the fact that 
New York constitutes the great gateway be- 
tween Europe and the interior of this con- 
tinent. It is chiefly as a place of exchange 
for cash and commodities, including securi- 
ties for the payment of money, that New 
York can hope to retain the lead for many 
years longer. 


In Birmingham, England, electric cars run 
by storage batteries during the year 1891-’92 
show a loss of about $8,400 on receipts of 
$50,000 for 188,760 miles run and the carrying 
of 1,388,000 passengers. The loss is set down 
to the heavy charges for the renewal of but- 
teries. The total cost per mile run was 30% 
cents, against 24 cents for steam cars, 8 cents 
for horse-cars and: omnibuses, and 12% cents 
per mile for cable-cars. The Popular Elec- 
tric Monthly reports this comparison and re- 
marks that doubtless the ingenuity of the age 
willin soime way overcome this difficulty, 
and that we may hope for a great future for 
storage batteries, but does not say that com- 
mercial success in using them has been 
achieved up to date. On the contrary, it 
seems to think the trolley system must be de- 
pended upon for some time tocome. And it 
refers iu strong terms to the action of many 
newspapers in their “unreasonable denuncia- 
tions of the deadly trolley.” It says “that 
the trolley in a large city 18 a constant menace 
to the lives of its citizens is only a theory.” It 
must be a plausible one judging from the way 
itis entertained by thousands of thinking peo- 
ple. But the fact is the so-called “deadly 
trolley” is working successfully and harm- 


lessly in cities the streets of which are crowd- | 


ed, and the Mayors and other respunsible offi- 
cials of those cities have given testimony that 
they would not under any circumstances ex- 
change the trol! ‘ey for the old system of street 
transit,

It will not be an inexpen- 
sive job to get 250,000 cubic feet of water 
from the lake into the main channel, To 
supply that quantity or a greater quantity in 
some other way than through the Chicago 
River and the South Branch is something 
utterly beyond the resources of the trustees. 

These questions which the Drainage Board 
is asked to take up should have been the first 
ones considered by them before making plans 
for a 600,000. cubic feet cut. They should 
have found out how much water they could 
supply to a main channel from the lake be- 
fore commencing on the construction of one 
with a capacity of 600,000 cubic feet through 
sixteen miles of rock.

¢WHAT PROTECTION IS DOING. 


Extensive Plush Manufactories to Be Moved 
from England to Buffalo, N. Y. 

Burraxo, N. Y., Oct. 5.—Henry Lister, of 
the firm of Henry Lister & Son, the famous 
plush manufacturers of Huddersfield, England, 
who have been forced to come to the United 
States with their industry because of the Mc- 
Kinley bill, is in the city making atrangements 
for the erection of a $300,000 plant to cover 
The firm has 
been in existence for forty-eight years, and 
up to a year ago its annual United States sales 
amounted to $10,000,000. When the McKinley 
bill was passed they found it would cost them 
$500,000 to sell $1,000,000 worth of goods and 
they gave it up. 

“Nearly 90 per cent of our entire output 
came to the United States,” said Mr. Listet 
today. ‘*When the McKinley bill went into 
effect a depression seized the entire trade of 
England and we suffered with the rest. Our 
loss was over $4,000,000, “for we had an iin- 
mense stock on hand.. We saw no hope for us 
in England and came here. Our plant will 
cover eighteen acres, and if the McKinley bill 
retnains in force our factory will be doubled. 

“We will start with 500 operatives, every 
one vf whom will be an American citizen, and 
as fast as we instruct Others we wiil employ 
them until we reach our limit of 2,000 em- 
ployés. We will have to train our labor and 
practically establish a new industry here. But’ 
we are willing to do it, | 

‘“‘ another thing, in England we employed 
others to do our spinning. Here we will do 
our own spinning, thereby increasing our 
business and giving employment to so 
many more Americans. The machinery we 
will use will be made in .this country from 
our pigns, by American machinists. Of 
course there are some parts of the machines 
which we use’ in our process which we will

Some Gigantic Statues. 

The largest wooden’ statue in the world is at 
Tokio, the capital of Japan. It is the statue of 
a woman, and is dedicated to Hachiman, the 
goddess of war. It is fifty-four feet high, and the 
head contains a room capable. of holding com- 
fortably twenty people. The chamber is reached” 
by a winding seairwag in the interior of the figure. 
In one hand the image holds a buge wovden sword.

Everything on the list at the Stock Exchange 
manifested more or less strength yesterday and it 
is probable that the strength would have beenstill 
more pronounced had it not been for the adjourn- 
ment of the Exchange at noon. The announce- 


‘ment of the death of R. E. Wasmansdorff was 


the occasion for adjourning the Exchange at the 
close of thé first call. 

West Side stock opened at 21544 with the feeling 
considerably mixed as to the psobable course of 
the market. Philadelphia's accredited represent- 
ative was a steady buyer and under the influence 
of his operations the market strengthened until 
the stock reached 2184. There was a division of 
opinion as to the character of the buying. To 
a good many shrewd observers of the market 
it looked as if Philadelphia paid 
more for the stock accumulated than was neces- 
sary, and it-was argued from this that the buying 
was more for the purpose of sustaining prices 
than to accumniate steck. Everyone did not 
agree with this view, however, and some believe 
that the chief desire of the Philadelphians still is 
to acquire al) the stock they can. _The reelizing 
was fairly free at the opening, but before the 
close about all the floati stock pressing on the 
market had been absor and if the session had 
been continued the chances at that time favored 
aignee prices. 

North Chieago street railroad stock-opened at 
a sharp decline, the first sale being at 267 regular. 
‘The stock advanced steadily, however, and closed 
at od highest price of the day, the last sale being 
at Mw x. . | 

Opinion is much. divided as to the joint at 
which the market will open after three ys and 
a half suspension. The adjournment Pores until 
Monday morning. It is certain that the earn 
of the roads for these intervening days will 
something enormous, and it is possible that those 
figures will be used with good effect as illustrat- 
ing the ‘volume of traffic which may be expected 
for half the year 1893. Then the dividend meet- 
ing is likely to occur carly next week. and the in- 
crease in dividend which seems certain may have 
some effect in strengthening prices. The chances 
are, however, that all that effect has been 
fully discounted, and the operation which 
has been seen so many times a market 
declining upon-the announcement of bullieh 
news, because of too free realizing, may be agaiu 
repeated. It can be pretty confi ently set down 

t broad general conditions are favorable te. 
the buils. The question in the market is whether 
those favorable conditions have now been fully 
discounted by the great advance that has already 
taken place. If West Side stock is advanced be- 
yond 220 it seems probable that the market will 
have to take a great deal of stock, but the mar- 
ket so far has shown astonishing ‘ability to ab- 
sorb stock, and it is not safe to say that it will 
rot be equal to the present task. 

Milwaukee and Chicago brewery i yg were 
decidedly firm, the common advan to 36% 
regular. The preferred stock was also strong, 
selling up-to 444, regular. There seems to be an 
almost unahimous opinion pointing toward a 
favorable eutiook for the brewery securities. The 
ground for this opinion is that the breweries will 
feel, quite as much as even the street railways, 
the effect of the great crowds which will throng 
Chicago next year, and it is argued from this that 
there is as much reason for proportionate ad- 
vances of the brewery securities as there is for 
the strect railways. It is said, too, that the En- 
glishmen are beginning to buy back some of the 
stock they sold during the summer, and that con- 
siderable activity may be look for from that 
quarter. On the other hand, there is a general 
absence of any definite information pagar sing the
